FEARLESS MINDSETS 
CREATE MASTERPIECES 


The Design Indaba conference opened with 
a slick dance by Joburg based Pepe Marais 
and Xolisa Dyeshana. Their agency, Joe 
Public (joepublic.co.za), is just as spirited 
and energetic in its work, which focuses on 
exponential growth by design - growth for 
clients, its people and the country. Outside 
the conference hall Joe Public’s Ideas 
ATM for Nedbank encouraged conference 
delegates to deposit their creative solutions 
to a social problem and, to raise funds for One 
School at a Time, which strives to improve 
education in underprivileged communities, 
the agency produced Fonfs/or the Future, 
part book, part catalogue of over 200 
digitised typefaces that were adapted from 
the handwriting of students from a high 
school in Soweto. The fonts are available for 
purchase online, with all proceeds going to 
the development of the learners.

Santiago Cirugeda (recetasurbanas.net) 
has been in trouble with the law more than 
once. Stepping over political red tape and 
dodging strict building licensing rules 
and regulations, the Spanish 'guerrilla 
architect’ reclaims abandoned and unused 
urban spaces, and creates vibrant low-cost 
public establishments. 'Sometimes we do 
things that are illegal but we’re not doing 
anyone harm,’ he says. Masterpieces they 
may not be - 'People say my buildings are 
ugly but who doesn’t have an ugly friend?’ 

- however in a time of austerity (many of 
the builds were conceived during Europe’s 
financial collapse) we need architects 
such as Santiago. 

The element of fearlessness was one 
that just kept coming up at the conference, 
not least from advertising legend Dan 
Wieden, who coined the 'Just Do It’ slogan 
for Nike. 'My agency [Wieden+Kennedy, 
wk.com] encourages people to fail harder,’ 
he notes. Dan’s philosophy speaks to his 
unflinching attitude: 'Chaos challenges 
authority and cares more about truth than 
order... It’s the only thing that wants you 
to grow. The only thing that demands you 
make something that matters.’

EMBRACE CULTURE, ■

There’s no takeaway brand more proudly 
South African than Nando’S (nandos.co.za) 
with its marketing campaigns that have just 
as much bite as its peri-peri sauce. As Joburg 
founder Robbie Brozin quipped, 'art makes 
our chicken taste better’, so he enlisted 
stylist Tracy Lee Lynch to invest in the 
local creative community as lead curator for 
Nando’s to showcase South African creators 
in the company’s restaurants. Robbie 
and Tracy also announced the Nando’s 
Hot Young Designer competition, which 
challenges entrants to submit their ideas for 
a pendant light with an African aesthetic. 

Life in South Africa inspires Sindiso 
Khumalo’s (sindisokhumalo.com) fashion 
creations, which are displayed in high-end 
stores all over the UK where she lives. 'My 
work is a love letter from myself to my 
ancestry,’ Sindiso shares. Patterns from 
seamstresses in rural KZN inspired her 
2013 collection, and African motifs found 
their way onto the children’s stool she 
designed in collaboration with Skog Kids. 

Photographer Omar ViCtOf Diop 
(omarviktor.com) channels his love for 
his home Senegal into his work. His latest 
series. Project Diaspora, replicates images 
of Africans in history, honouring the West 
African tradition of portrait photography. 
'History is even better if we share it,’ he says. 


IF YOU’RE NOT HAVING FUN, 
YOU’RE DOING IT WRONG ■ 


The DI delegates had no idea what they 
were in for when Domink WilCOX 
(dominicwilcox.com) took the stage. 

We giggled along as the London based 
inventor, doodler and designer spoke of 
his mad methods - 'I take playfulness 
very seriously. It’s the most powerful 
way of finding ideas.’ From his unbridled 
imagination come covetable creations. 
Dominic’s exquisite watch sculptures, 
in which tiny scenes are created atop 
the hands of a timepiece, show fleeting 
interactions, such as 'The Sitting Man’, in 
which the crouched subject finds his chair, 
and a brief moment to sit, once every hour. 

Other creatives embracing the fun factor 
include US based Stanley Hainsworth, 
whose hair is 'like an approachability 
index’. With two peroxided tufts at his 
temples he looks more mad scientist than 
creative director and owner of Tether 
(tetherinc.com), an agency that aims to 
'craft love affairs between brands and 
individuals’.'Crazy hair has its advantages, 
people come up and talk to you,’ he says. 
His annual hosheraad-\\ke team building. 
Design Camp, encourages staff to engage 
in activities such as interpretive dance, 
human pyramids and storytelling.

SUSTAINABILITY REMAINS 
A KEY CONCERN 


Using local resources is central to Nairobi 
based joinery expert Studio PropoMs’ 
(studiopropolis.com) ethos. 'We rely on what 
we can source instead of what we can import,’ 
says architect and co-owner Naeem Biviji. 
With his wife, Bethan Rayner, he handcrafts 
pieces that look high end but are made using 
readily available materials, such as Cyprus 
instead of plywood, 'creating something that 
isn’t just good enough for Africa’. 

Dutch industrial designer Hella Jongerius 
(jongeriuslab.com), the art director for 
Vitra, emphasises 'designing the materials’. 
Tasked with imagining a new interior for 
KLM’s business class cabin, she used to- 
be-discarded flight attendant uniforms 
mixed with wool (sourced from sheep bred 
for the meat industry) to weave the brand’s 
signature blue into the carpet. 

When Mount Etna erupted in 2013 Sicilian 
duo Simone Farresin and Andrea Trimarchi, 
whose practice Studio Formafantasma 
(formafantasma.com) focuses on materials 
and history, experimented with the solidified 
lava ('nature blowing out materials’), 
collecting blackened rock that they then 
incorporated into textiles and moulded into 
sleek shapes, and from which they formed 
mouth-blown glass vases for their 'De Natura 
Fossilium’ collection. It’s all about questioning 
the way we live and what we produce. 'Objects 
have symbolic meaning,’ they say. >

By the end of his mind- 
blowing presentation the audience may 
as well have been a roomful of teenagers, 
with people leaping from their seats to 
applaud his 'choose your own adventure’ 
style web videos, such as Pretend to be 
Happy, in which viewers could control the 
outcome of a party, based on a number of 
actions, without issues of continuity - 'The 
eyes blink but the ears don’t, so if it’s not 
seamless people will hear it,’ he says. 

Yoni’s startup company. Interlude, 
specialises in telling visual stories with 
multiple possibilities, and he’s created 
interactive videos for the likes of Nicki 
Minaj, Coldplay and Bob Dylan. On 
average Interlude videos are watched 
three times the length of the video. His 
latest project is the Escher-like world of 
Possihilia, a 'multiverse’ movie, that puts 
you in charge of a couple’s break up/make 
up, ultimately implicating the viewer in 
the story’s outcome.

A hushed audience sat captivated as 
83-year-old RosIta MiSSOni walked up 
to the microphone. Yes, that Missoni. 
Matriarch of the high-end Italian fashion 
house (missonihome.it), Rosita commanded 
attention as she told the story other life, 
filled with advice for young creatives. 
However it was her philosophy for the 
homeware range, which she took over in 
1999 and where she’s still a creative director, 
that really stuck: 'the things you make for 
the home are meant to last’ (a sentiment 
also shared by Hella Jongerius, see previous 
page). Rosita’s signature vibrant hues and 
patterns ('colours are like musical notes’) 
mix with this timeless ethos to have lasting 
appeal while remaining suitably on trend. 


London based practice The Workers 
(theworkers.net) isn’t limited by discipline. 
Between founders Tommaso Lanza, from 
Italy, and Ross Cairns, from Scotland, there’s 
a history of product, industrial, media and 
web based design, but it’s digital technology 
they’re really into - well, that and 'serial 
collaborations’, which have led to them 
challenging the intersections of technology 
and creativity in new and exciting ways. 
With Tate Britain the duo created After 
Dark, a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for 
the public to explore the gallery long after 
closing time. Nocturnal robots, controlled 
by 'anyone with an internet connection’, 
digitally curated a visit to the Tate, with live 
commentary by art experts providing much 
of the evening’s entertainment. 

As Stanley Ha ins worth (see previous 
page) said, 'Life is like a huge street of 
people walking towards you and you look 
for recognition, empathy, connectivity... 
Share something that might be a 
connection.’ His #InfiniteBacon Design 
Indaba social experiment challenged 
delegates to meet strangers at the 
conference and record their connections. 
'Human interaction is our most 
meaningful tool,’ he says.

'Reinventing something over and over is 
hard but rewarding/ says Emily Oberman. 
An avid viewer of US sketch series Saturday 
Night Live since she was a kid, Emily’s 
understanding of the brand meant she 
has been the right person to give it a fresh 
look. As a graphic designer for Pentagram 
(pentagram.com) she’s updated the show’s 
identity three times. Her forth iteration, for 
its 40th anniversary, re -envisioned the look 
once again. Honouring SNL’s heritage, while 
still bringing it up to date, the resulting title 
sequence echoes the bustle of New York, 
something that’s indelibly tied to the brand. 

A set of abstract 'logotypes’ forms the 
basis of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology Media Lab’s new identity 
created by Pentagram partner Michael 
Bierut, a Design Indaba veteran. Looking 
at Muriel Cooper’s 1962 logo design for 
MIT Press, a vertical arrangement of seven 
straight lines that’s timeless and flexible, 
Michael devised a similarly adaptable design 
that would respect MIT’s dedication to rigour 
while remaining modern and innovative. 


Who said you can’t reinvent the wheel? 
Not Ackeem Ngwenya (facebook.com/ 
roadlessproject) whose revolutionary 
design for a wheel that adapts to rough 
terrain originated from the absence of 
proper roads in rural Malawi, his birth 
place. Ackeem’s shape-shifting invention 
adapts to the terrain it’s being used on, 
making accessibility and productivity 
in areas lacking infrastructure that 
much easier. 

US designer Kathryn Fleming 

(modernnaturalism.com) asks us 
to think about a new wildlife - such 
as her High Wire Herbivores, which 
includes a graceful mammal with four 
different kinds of cranial appendages 
including antlers and horns. Her idea 
stems from an animal kingdom in crisis, 
where species are being wiped out by 
environmental changes. 'Rather than 
preserving animals as artefacts of a 
wilderness that no longer exists, maybe 
we need to evolve them to live in the 
world we are creating,’ she says. Cl

Club Med’s newest ski resort is designed for a modern 
generation of fun seekers

estled in the world’s largest skiing 
domain - Les Trois Vallees in the 
French Alps - and surrounded by 
335 slopes til at cover over 600km of piste, 
alpine resort Val Thorens is a powder lover’s 
dream. It was named the best ski resort in 
the world in 2013 and 2014 and so, every 
year from November through May, tourists 
flock to the area for the highest altitude, and 
naturally snowiest, slopes in Europe. It’s in 
this resort, amid breathtaking panoramas, 
that Club Med has opened its latest hot spot, 
Val Thorens Sensations. 

French architecture firm Studio Arch 
ensured that 80 per cent of the hotel’s 384 
bedrooms open up to the sunlight and 
showcase the incredible mountainous 
vistas. The interiors, designed by Paris 
based Sophie Jacqmin, are modern and cosy 
with clean organic lines and bursts of bright 
colour. T wanted to move away from the 
traditional heaviness attached to certain 
codes of mountain decor,’ says Sophie, 'to 
create a sanctuary in the mountains.’ Living 
up to its name, each floor of the hotel has 
been cleverly edited to create a different 
sensory mood using individual music 
tempos and light ambience. 

There’s a fun, adventurous spirit to the 
hotel, obvious in the 10-metre-high climbing 
wall in the glass atrium at the entrance 
and also in whimsical details, such as the 
Neighbirds birdhouses (by Spanish designer 
Andreu Carulla) perched above tables in 
the main restaurant. Yurts, and the playful 
sheepskin rocking horses at reception. 

Val Thorens Sensations is a modern 
retreat that’s geared to maximising your 
time on the slopes. You can book your ski or 
snowboard lessons and kit online ahead of 
your trip and will find your equipment ready 
and waiting in your locker, easily accessed by 
your room card. There’s also high-speed Wi- 
Fi and a dedicated mobile app with real-time 
weather updates, activity schedules, menus 
and even an internal social network to help 
you find an ideal ski partner for the perfect 
holiday.

M ark Valentine’s reputation as an 

intrepid traveller and merchant of 
genuine African and Asian relics 
supersedes him. He's been at it for more than 
25 years and still travels every six weeks, 
personally sourcing the goods he sells. His man 
cave, as he dubs it, was built four floors above 
Amatuli as an occasional substitute to home. 

Picture Livingstone’s modern day pied-a- 
terre and you’ll have an idea. An armoury of 
found objects, carved figures and artefacts 
from markets, rural tribes and villages fills 
the bright space. 'I collect a lot of utilitarian 
things,’ he says, referencing a melange of 
smoking pipes, wooden hair combs and Zulu 
headrests, all displayed with careful skill. 

'Strange things interest me,’ he explains, 
'I’m not always looking for the most 
precious objects,’ such as his divination 
bowl, originally used for throwing bones 
at ceremonies and now home to odds and 
ends. He recalls the origin of every piece but 
some - such as his Senufo daybed from the 
Ivory Coast, loaded into a container, hijacked 
by rebels at sea and negotiated back - have 
tales worthy of the camp fire. The handsome 
day bed now divides his open-plan bedroom 
and bathroom. 

When he’s not travelling he spends his 
weekends 'picking’ at his favourite markets 
from Meyerton to Bloemfontein. 'I’m more 
a collector than a dealer,’ he confesses, 
admitting to a warehouse tucked away with 
another 8 000-odd pieces that are waiting to 
be unveiled.

The diversity of artistic talent in South Africa makes for rich 
pickings for this year’s Sanlam Portrait Award judges

orthe three accomplished artists 

onthe judging panel of this year’s 

Sanlam Portrait Award, the 
competition has potent ramifications. 'It 
can result in an interesting body of portrait 
work by artists who are not necessarily 
portraitists, which is worthwhile in itself,’ 
says Tanya Poole, who is a widely exhibited 
artist focusing on portraiture and a 
lecturer at Rhodes University. Tt can give 
a sense of figurative art in South Africa, 
as well as providing, through the artists’ 
choice of subjects, a particular snapshot 
of the country right now.’ 

This was one of the factors that 
motivated London based, Zimbabwean 
born figurative painter Craig Wylie to 
join the panel. Craig, winner of the UK’s 
BP Portrait Award in 2008, whose work 
features in eminent private and public 
collections abroad (including London’s 
National Portrait Gallery), is interested 
to get 'a back-door look into figurative 
painting’ here and to see the emergence of 


those 'fine painters in this genre who 
go unnoticed’. 

Recently appointed as the curator 
for contemporary art at the Iziko South 
African National Gallery, Cape Town 
born artist Ernestine White has garnered 
international acclaim for her work, 
primarily in printmaking, which appears 
in major collections such as MoMA’s 
in New York. 'In the digital age where 
new media and performance art take 
centre stage it’s refreshing to be part of 
an initiative that brings to the forefront 
the age-old traditions of portraiture in 
the art historical sense but also allows 
for fresh interpretations that challenge 
prccoiiccivcd hot ms/ she says.

moving forward 


his is a car that fans of BMW have 
wanted for some time and this is also 
the car that fans of BMW have been 
repulsed hy for some tijtie - for one simple 
reason: the power developed by the engine 
is sent to the front wheels only, breaking a 
tradition that’s lasted as long as the company. 

If you’re not a petrol enthusiast it’s 
difficult to understand what all the fuss is 
about. Briefly, rear-wheel-drive cars are 
generally more engaging to drive and they’re 
closer to the design used in motorsport. 
This makes purists happy. Front-wheel- 
drive cars are seen as glorified shopping 
trolleys. However, BMW discovered that 
(almost) no one cares after surveying 
owners of its (rear-wheel-drive) 1-Series. 

My first impression of the BMW 225i 
Active Tourer Sport Auto was the incredibly 
airy feeling in the cabin. My test unit was 
specced with a full-length panoramic roof, 
which added to this, but standard cabins 
will feel roomy, even vast compared to a 
normal sedan. Rear leg room is generous 
and overall the car feels like a full-size SUV 
that just sits closer to the ground. 

While the car doesn’t feel like a BMW 
to drive it certainly has the spirit of the 
brand: with a very eager engine riding on a 
well-sorted suspension setup, the handling 
is comparable to a fairly sporty hatchback. 
It’s certainly not boring, which I think is 
mission accomplished for BMW. 


The interior is elegant, especially in 
piano black trim and, with more vertical 
space to play with, the designers have 
visibly enjoyed stacking the centre console, 
resulting in a thoroughly modern and 
uncluttered dashboard. The instrument 
cluster is classic BMW but sliding out 
behind the dials on startup is a heads-up 
display system that looks like Robocop’s 
visor, and is standard across the range. 

The slightly raised seating position will 
be appreciated, while the space offered 
rivals SUVs, which are twice as bulky and 
cost twice the price. 

The boot space is ample at 468 litres and 
switches release the rear-seat uprights to 
create a flat load area offering 1 510 litres, 
which should swallowjust about anything 
you can buy at a hardware/furniture store. 

It’s all certainly a departure for BMW 
but it’s one that will make sense to moms 
and dads.

Entries are 
restricted to two-dimensional works and the 
delivery of these works will be facilitated by 


Rust-en-Vrede Gallery, which has contracted 
Stuttaford Van Lines as the official courier 
service for the Sanlam Portrait Award. 
Entrants may drop off their unwrapped 
portraits at any of the nationwide depots 
as listed on the entry form. Stuttaford Van 
Lines will wrap the work and arrange for it 
to be couriered to the gallery free of charge. 

Independent judges 

All works will be judged anonymously 
by a panel of three independent judges 
consisting of Tanya Poole, Craig Wylie 
and Ernestine White, and convened by 
Stefan Hundt. 

The first Sanlam Portrait Award, held in 
2013, attracted a staggering 1 783 entries. 
‘The calibre of entries received in the 
inaugural competition was excellent and 
we look forward to reviewing the portraits 
of the 2015 entrants,’ says Hundt.

A hot new eatery is upping the food 
ante in Muizenberg’s surfing corner

Bar, newly opened in Muizenberg 
by Ihi: lalenled crew behind La Parada and 
Harbour House restaurants. A wide staircase 
leading to the first floor is wallpapered 
with retro posters - already an eclectic mix, 
heralding what awaits upstairs. 

The massive warehouse space has been 
used cleverly - an open ceiling is interspersed 
with lowered ceilings using wood and mirrors 
that subtly mark different spaces: grab a low 
seat at the counter and look out through the 
wall of windows boasting a view over the bay 
and surfers below; perch at a high table on 
a bar stool; dig in at vast communal tables 
underneath a quirky lighting centrepiece 
made from antique decanters; or chill on the 
couches at the back. 

The open kitchen provides interest too, 
with a massive pizza oven and tile-clad 
counters adding a Mediterranean feel. 
Wooden chairs and tables, blackboard 
menus, and touches of charcoal paint give the 
restaurant a distinctly masculine ambience 
- not to mention the motorbike mounted on 
the wall - but splashes of yellow paint and pot 
plants add a light touch. 

Tiger’s Milk takes pride in serving ‘dude 
food’ and, as could be seen by its popularity 
on a Sunday at lunchtime, it ticks the 
boxes for dudes and gals alike. The menu 
is straighforward, with simply prepared 
fare that is utterly fresh. There’s a pizza 
and a salad of the day or choose a succulent 
chicken or beefburger, great tapas-style 
starters to share and linefish and peri-peri 
chicken. Order a plate of fried calamari to 
nibble on while you make up your mind 
- it’s dusted in the mildest curry coating, 
meltingly tender and served with seriously 
garlicky aioli. Many of the starters can 
be ordered as mains, one of which, the 
barbecued pork ribs, is particularly delicious, 
glazed with a sticky, ginger-infused Asian 
marinade. 

However, it’s the grills that steal the show 
here. A variety of cuts is served to your 
liking, from rump to T-bone, sirloin to rib 
eye. The prime rib was perfectly cooked 
to medium and the peppercorn sauce was 
creamy and deliciously moreish. Plating is 
straightforward - most of the dishes are 
served on wooden boards, which creates a 
rustic look and amplifies the sharing vibe. 

There’s a small but decently priced 
wine list available but Tiger’s Milk’s main 
drawcard is the variety of quality craft beer 
on tap - just the thing to bring out your inner

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^ he Dutch is more than just the latest 

arrival in Durban’s burgeoning 
designer eatery scene - it’s a musical, 
dining and unique stylistic experience 
destined to lead the way for South African 
venues for some time to come,’ says MD 
Renzo Scribante. You’d only have to take a 
look at the Umhlanga Village venue, part of 
the Remo’s group stable, to agree. 

From the moment you happen upon the 
discreet signage on the pavement you’ll feel 
as if you are stepping right into a New York 
bar during Prohibition - in fact, the space 
is inspired by the popular Big Apple bar, 
restaurant and oyster room of the same name. 
Conceived by a collaborative team within 
Remo’s, mainly creative head Gary Halfpenny, 
and group executives Clifford Barratt and 
Chris Wright, as well as Renzo himself, the 
stylish bar’s arrival on the night scene is 
perfectly timed for the influx of tourists. 

The New York Times critic Sam Sifton 
dubbed its American counterpart A-list in 
the extreme’. This Dutch is, too. Plush with an 
edge of decadence, it blends 1920s and 1930s 
design elements with a 1960s rock sensibility 
in the portraits on its raw-brick and white 
subway-tiled walls: Jimi, Janis, Aretha, plus 
some indies and local luminaries. 

Every piece has been 'considered, tweaked 
and massaged into place’, as Halfpenny puts 
it - from the deep -buttoned Chesterfield 
sofas and matching marble-topped bar to the 
retro copper piping and fittings, parquet and 
mosaic-tiled floors and ball lights. The pressed 
ceiling panels are 110 years old, carefully 
hammered back into shape and re-fitted. 

The same thought has gone into staff 
members and their training. In waistcoats, 
braces and Converse sneakers they are as 
dapper as they’re deft when whipping up 
cocktails or whisking in nibbles - oysters 
three ways with house prosecco - or more 
serious mains. These range from freshly 
prepared sashimi to tataki (flash-seared 
salmon steeped in ponzu sauce with 
Mandarin carrot slaw and wasabi mayo) 
and Tittle Sicilians’ - Gorgonzola-stuffed 
butternut risotto balls with basil-pesto mayo, 
crispy pancetta and balsamic reduction. 

Food shares top billing with music. DJs 
Gary Church and Eric the Frenchman give 
way to live sounds Wednesday to Sunday, 
featuring resident rockers Rob and Garth 
Warren of The Black Lapels and guests such 
as Arno Carstens and maverick bluesmen 
Dan Patlansky and Albert Frost. 

The 'message’ is about bringing beautiful 
music to the table, says Tamarin Visser, the 
'madame’ of the house - and so it does. Q

This statement, made by UK based designer and 
inventor Dominic Wilcox at this year’s Design 
Indaba was a main message at the event.

WHAT? The recent revamp that has 
seen Rosebank Mall in Johannesburg 
transform from a convenient shopping 
complex into a sophisticated, light-filled 
retail Mecca has extended all the way 
to its rooftop. On any given Sunday, 
between 9am and 4pm, the upper-level 
parking lot strums to a new, more gentle 
vibe than before with plenty of space 
to move between the food, crafts and 
souvenir vendors. 

WHO? The market is a family-friendly 
place with an array of goods for all ages. 
Parents can take their time browsing 
through bric-a-brac, books, antiques or 
clothing sans the bleating of T’m bored’ 
or 'Can we go home now?’ by dropping the 
kids off for play and entertainment at the 
kids’ zone. 

WHAT TO EXPECT? Long-term fans of 
the market will still find a number of the 
stalwart craft vendors in place but many 
of the cheap-and-nasty-plastic-goods type 
stalls appear to have been weeded out and 
the offering on the whole is of far better 
quality than in the past. The food area now 
offers comfortable seating where family 
and friends can gather for a meal while 
listening to live music. 

DON’T LEAVE WITHOUT... Given the 
variety on offer it’s unlikely anyone 
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will be leaving without an armful of 
purchases. The spice stall is a firm 
favourite where you can pick up some 
cooking tips along with your aniseed, 
breyani mix or turmeric. Incandean 
Crafts, the Panama hat store, also turns 
a good trade and if you want to add a cute 
pair of pumps or an authentically South 
African laptop bag to your purchases stop 
past Shwe.co.za, which sells a range of 
products made from upcycled billboards 
and shweshwe fabric. 

THE X FACTOR The new layout of the 
Rosebank Sunday Market is far more 
considered and easy to move through, 
which makes browsing a pleasant 
experience rather than a rugby tackle 
through a thick crowd. It’s still a great 
place to take overseas visitors who might 
want to pick up some African souvenirs, 
masks or beading and there’re always 
a number of buskers about for added 
entertainment. There are also various 
arts and special events scheduled 
throughout the year.Q

aymond Kokota’s food journey 
began back in 2000 when, as a young 
matriculant, he was tasked with 
raising his own money towards a school 
trip.

MIDDLE EASTERN ROAST LEG 
OF LAMB WITH FIGS AND 
POMEGRANATE SYRUP 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 
2t ground coriander 
2t ground garam masala 
IT dried rosemary 
4T olive oil 

1 lemon, quartered, pips removed 

1 leg of lamb, trimmed 

2 red onions, cut into wedges 
250ml pomegranate concentrate 
2T clear honey 

6 black figs, sliced into three lengthways, 
plus extra figs for serving 
1 cup natural yoghurt 
lOOg tub pomegranate seeds, 
or seeds from 1 fresh pomegranate 
a small handful of mint leaves, chopped 
Blend the garlic, spices, rosemary, oil and 
lemon, then rub the mixture onto the 
lamb. Cover and marinate overnight in 
a roasting pan. 

Add the red onion wedges to the pan, cover 
the lamb with foil, and slow roast at 160°C for 
four hours. 

Remove the foil and pour the pomegranate 
concentrate over the lamb. Turn up the heat 
to 200°C and roast for a further 30 minutes, 
then pour all the juices from the pan into 
a pot, add the honey, and reduce the liquid 
over a high heat until it is syrupy. Set it aside. 
Cut slits into the lamb and stuff the 


FIG AND PISTACHIO TART 

1 vanilla pod, seeds scraped and 
set aside 

200ml mascarpone cheese 

2 cups shelled pistachios 
2 eggs 

2 egg whites 

4t unsalted butter, melted and cooled 

3t orange zest 

2t Frangelico liqueur 

4t cake flour 

1 cup castor sugar 

8 fresh Mediterranean figs 

12 Bordeaux figs 

Pre-heat the oven to 180°C. Mix the 
vanilla seeds into the mascarpone and 
refrigerate until it’s needed. 

Blanch the pistachios in hot water to 
soften the skins and then peel them. Blitz 
them in a food processor with the vanilla 
pod. Add the eggs and egg whites, melted 
butter, orange zest and Frangelico and 
blitz until combined. Add the flour 
and sugar and blitz once again until 
combined. Slice the Mediterranean figs 
and add them to the pistachio mixture. 
Pour the mixture into a greased tart tin 
or individual tart tins. Push the whole 
Bordeaux figs into the mixture and bake 
for 30 to 40 minutes until the tart is 
golden brown. 

Serve the tart with the mascarpone.

DUMA’S FIG JAM 

750g white sugar 
1kg ripe figs, peeled 
y4 cup water 

1 thin slice of ginger, bruised 
1 rosemary sprig 
30ml lemon juice 

Boil the sugar, figs and water in a heavy 
based pot until the sugar has dissolved. Add 
the ginger, rosemary and lemon juice and 
simmer for one hour. While the liquid is 
still warm pour it into sterilised jars, seal 
and store in a dark cupboard for up to three 
months. Refrigerate once opened.

FLAME-GRILLED OYSTERS WITH

250g softened butter 

3 garlic cloves, peeled and crushed 
¥3 cup chopped flat leaf parsley

FENNEL CUCUMBERS 

for the sour fennel cucumbers 
1kg Lebanese cucumbers, cut into 
3cm wedges 
4t salt 

4 garlic cloves, peeled 
2 bay leaves 

6 fennel fronds 
2t fennel seeds 
It black mustard seeds 
It yellow mustard seeds 
It black peppercorns 
500ml apple cider vinegar 
500ml malt vinegar 
y4 cup sugar 
for the salmon 

wood chips for smoking (hardwood 
sawdust can alternatively be used) 

600g salmon fillet, skin on 
sourdough bread, to serve 
squeeze of lime juice, to serve 
Place the cucumber wedges in a glass bowl 
and sprinkle salt on top. Mix it through and 
leave it to stand for 30 minutes. Rinse the 
wedges and pack them into sterilised glass 
jars with the garlic, bay leaves, fennel fronds 
and spices. Bring the vinegars and sugar to 
aboil in a non-corrosive pan until the sugar 
has dissolved. Let the liquid cool completely. 
Pour it into the jars, covering the cucumbers. 
Seal the jars and refrigerate for a week. 

To prepare the salmon, soak the wood 
chips, then place them in the bottom of a 
large pot. (Alternatively, use a wok, covered 
braai or smoking box.) Place the salmon on 


a rack over the chips, not directly on them. 
Place the pot over a low heat and cover with 
a tight fitting lid. Smoke the salmon for 15 to 
20 minutes until it is cooked through. (The 
time depends on the thickness.) Remove the 
salmon and use a fork to flake it from the 
skin into bite-size chunks. Serve it on slices 
of sourdough bread with the cucumbers and 
a squeeze of lime juice. SERVES 6 

SQUID-INK TAGLIATELLE WITH 
CUTTLEFISH, LEMON AND 
CAPER BERRIES 

salt 

500g squid-ink tagliatelle 
3t olive oil, plus extra for drizzling 
It butter 

3 garlic cloves, sliced 

6-8 small cuttlefish, cleaned and cut into 

small pieces 

18 caper berries 

It capers 

60ml white wine 

1 handful fresh parsley leaves 

1 fresh rosemary stalk, chopped

Bring a large pan of salted water to the 
boil, add the pasta and cook for six to seven 
minutes.

1.5kg whole kabeljou, barramundi or 
other mild-tasting linefish, cleaned 
300g mixed mushrooms, including 
pine, shiitake, morel, Swiss brown 
and chestnut 
50g butter 
4t olive oil 

1 garlic clove, crushed 

3 small shallots, finely sliced 
zest of 72 a lemon 

iy2t fresh tarragon leaves

Rinse the fish, pat it dry with paper 
towels, and set aside. 

To make the stuffing, brush off any 
dirt on the mushrooms and chop them 
roughly. Fry the butter and 3t oil over 
a medium heat, then add the garlic 
and shallots and saute lightly. Add the 
mushrooms and saute for a further three 
to four minutes. Add the lemon zest, 
tarragon and seasoning, and continue to 
cook for a further two to three minutes. 

Remove the mushroom mixture from 
the heat to cool, then stuff it into the fish 
and secure it with cooking twine that has 
been soaked in water. Heat a large frying 
pan with It of oil and, when hot, place 
the fish in the pan. Cook it for six to eight 
minutes, then turn it over and cook for 
another six to eight minutes, or until 
done. SERVES 4-6 

DRUNKEN HONEYED FIGS 
WITH ROSE GERANIUM- 
SCENTED LABNEH 

for the rose geranium-scented labneh 
500ml Greek yoghurt 
2 rose geranium leaves, washed 
for the figs 
24 figs 

72 cup wildflower honey 
500ml Vin Santo 
chopped pistachio nuts and 
honeycomb, to garnish 
For the labneh, place the yoghurt and 
leaves into a large clean square muslin 
cloth. Tie the corners of the cloth together 
and slide a chopstick through the knot 
like a knapsack. Suspend the bag over a 
wide-mouthed jar or deep bowl to allow 
the yoghurt to drain. Refrigerate for 24 
to 36 hours to allow it to reach a creamy 
thickness (the longer it is left to drain, the 
thicker it will become). 

Place the figs in a large pot with the 
honey and Vin Santo. Gently poach them 
over a medium heat for eight minutes, 
then remove them and set aside. Reduce 
the liquid over a high heat to a syrupy 
consistency. Serve the poached figs with 
a dollop of rose geranium-scented labneh, 
a drizzle of syrup, chopped pistachios 
and a wedge of honeycomb. SERVES 6 Q

N A CITY SPROUTING HIPSTER

They’re drawn, many from Europe in 
darkest winter, by the promise of sunbathing 
beside a pool while Lion’s Head basks 
overhead, birds flit among pink hibiscus 
flowers, and the fragrance of frangipani 
wafts across the lawn. There’s an air of 
comfortable tradition at the 'Nellie’, which 
opened in 1899 and has hosted international 
heroes; indeed, from the moment you enter 
the driveway, lined with 90-year-old palm 
trees, you can’t help sighing with relief that 
some things never change. 

British-born Paul Rice, the hotel’s head 
gardener for over 30 years, admits he’s 


led 'a charmed working life’ gardening 
alongside six dedicated men including 
Taliep Davids, a Mount Nelson gardener 
for 28 years, and William Africa, 25 years. 
'Each man has his section of garden that 
is his pride and joy,’ explains Paul. 'The 
gardeners are free to express themselves, 
and they have a lot to give.’ 

Briefed to keep the surrounds looking 
fresh and colourful all year round, the 
team painstakingly repairs lawns after 
events, replants pots and beds for different 
looks in winter and summer, and tends the 
spectacular herbaceous borders: here, roses. 


perennials and foliage are planted with 
dahlias, petunias, cosmos and other bright 
beauties - 'everything that will flower for 
the end of the year, when the garden has to 
reach a crescendo,’ explains Paul. 

The garden maybe a settled, restful place 
buffered from the city, yet it’s tweaked and 
rethought regularly. Garden advisor Dr 
Shirley Sherwood, the renowned botanical 
art collector, pays annual visits, walking 
the gardens with Paul and discussing ideas 
and plans. For the third year, the garden 
has also provided an outdoor exhibition 
space for works by local sculptors in 
conjunction with Everard Read Cape Town. 

The garden’s colour palette echoes 
the hotel’s famous pink, grey and white 
paintwork: white Icebergs grow beside pink 
Duet roses, while Senecio cineraria ('dusty 
miller’), salvias and shastas provide abase 
of grey. Blues and dashes of red add 'oomph’ 
to the tranquil pales, as seen in the ring of 
bright pink petunias surrounding the main 
terrace fountain. [> 
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Historic buildings have been incorporated 
over the years, with appropriate plantings 
following. When Faure Street, one of 
Cape Town’s first residential streets, was 
acquired the road was turned into lawn and 
'yesterday, today and tomorrow’ bushes 
planted liberally outside the Victorian 
terrace houses. Helmsley Place has been 
classically landscaped with dietes, Syzygium 
paniculatum, topiary balls, and dipladenias 
and green foliage in pots on the terrace. 

At the Garden Cottage Suites, a row of 
restored historic cottages, each scented 
garden is enclosed by a picket fence and 
digged Syzygium Tollipop’ hedge. Here 
gardener Andrew Stevens plants painterly 
tableaus of pink dahlias and cosmos, 
yellow-centred cream zinnias, cleomes and 
salvias, with touches of red and orange. 
Reminiscent of farm labourers’ colourful 
gardens in dusty Cape villages, these are 
English-style rose gardens planted with 
perennials and filled in with annuals and 
seasonal colour. In private courtyards at 
the back troughs drip with red flowers and 
foliage and bougainvillea climbs the walls. 

William Africa, a 'dahlia man’, is 
responsible for the show-stopping border 
near the main swimming pool. His huge 
dahlias mingle with roses, pink and white 
petunias. Verbena bonariensis and light pink 
cannas. In William’s patch, as in the garden 
as a whole, runs something perennial. 'It’s 
love,’ Paul says simply. 'Tending this garden 
is a discipline and very strenuous but, if you

2. SHANGHAI, 
CHINA 


Artnews claims that China 
is building around 100 
museums a year. That’s 
a lot of museums, a lot 
of art, a lot of curators. 
Shanghai is at the forefront 
of this cultural revolution, 
ambitiously positioning 
itself as China’s global 
artistic centre. Three 
new contemporary art 
spaces are worth seeing: 
the audacious Yuz Museum, 
a 9 OOOm^ converted 
aeroplane hangar, has been 
favourably received during 
its first year, showing work 
of impressive scale. M21 
(21st Century Minsheng Art 
Museum) is a reinvention of 
the French Pavilion of the 
2010 World Expo, enveloped 
in a dramatic netted 
facade. The Long Museum 
has wowed critics with its 
architectural boldness:

1. TANGIER, KINGDOM 
OF MOROCCO 

Truman Capote wrote in 1950 that if you 
were someone escaping the police, or 
merely someone escaping, then you should 
go to Tangier. Hemmed in by the hills and 
confronted by the sea, as Capote put it, 
Tangier, on the edge of Africa, once hosted 
celebrities such as Allen Ginsberg, Jack 
Kerouac, Gore Vidal, Errol Flynn, Matisse, 
Degas, Yves Saint Laurent, Tennessee 
Williams and any number of heiresses, 
princesses, eccentrics, and weirdos. Once 
infamous for its seedy and sexy social life, 
contemporary Tangier, a touch more tame, 
still carries the patina of its dirty past like 
expensive perfume on the bedsheets the 
next morning. Recapture some of that 
glamour at the elegant El Minzah Hotel, 
opened in 1930 and owned by the fourth 
marquess of Bute, or the 19th-century 
ostensibly unrenovated Continental 
Hotel, or the cliff-hanging Hotel Nord 
Pinus. Read William S Burroughs' Wa/ced 
Lunch or Paul Bowles' The Sheltering 
Sky, both written about Tangier, as you 
drink peppermint tea in the street cafes. 
Watch men walk arm in arm, visit an 
ornately decorated and steamy hammam, 
or catch a film at the recently renovated 
Cinematheque de Tanger.

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3. DURBAN 

Durban’s getting more than a fresh coat 
of paint, it’s getting a double take. Right 
near the top of the New York Times 52 
Places to Go list for 2015, our 'third city’ 
is the latest South African metropolis to 
capture global attention; sometimes it 
takes outsiders to give us fresh perspective 
on a city we thought we knew, to see it anew. 
BESETdurban is a bunch of passionate, 
architecture-loving guides who’ve 
curated walking tours designed to bring 
our attention to the underappreciated 
historic aspects of the urban environment 
such as the Point, Victoria Embankment, 
Florida Road and Essenwood. The old- 
school glamour of Umhlanga’s The Oyster 
Box hotel has been of late the place to 
lounge by the Indian Ocean. It was the 
rejuvenation of the Golden Mile promenade 
— intelligently reimagined to connect the 
beaches, encourage public use, promote 
healthy lifestyles and re-establish the dune 
ecosystem — that first drew our attention. 
Lately, it’s Rivertown, one block behind the 
beachfront. The Rivertown Beerhall on 
Prince Alfred Street is buzzing, as is the 
8 Morrison Street complex.

5. COPENHAGEN,

Rene 
Redzepi, the 37-year-old Danish head 
chef, is world famous for cooking food 
that reflects local context, seasons and 
geography. You may not practically 
get a table but you can buy the book 
set Redz^}pi: A Work fjj Progress 
and eat at the underrated but brilliant 
Nordic restaurants Geranium, Relae, 
Meyers Bageri and Radio. If you’re 
still down about your lack of a Noma 
booking, you’ll find Scandinavia’s 
best shopping will cheer you up:

6. ADELAIDE AND 
THE BAROSSA VALLEY, 
AUSTRALIA 

It’s hard to compete with both Sydney 
and Melbourne but Adelaide is doing just 
that. With its proximity to the scenic 
Barossa Valley vineyards and the city’s 
food focus, this lesser-known destination 
is finally climbing up the international 
trend list. Explore the culinary scene 
with lunch at stylish La Moka Cafe or 
hip(ster) Street ADL, a glass of wine (or 
two) at deco-inspired Maybe Mae on 
happening Peel Street or Cantina Sociale, 
and dinner at the refined and healthy 
Sean’s Kitchen or sought-after Hill of 
Grace. Search out the latest location of 
Fork on the Road, the moving feast of food 
trucks, vans, pop-ups, carts and bikes, and 
grab coffee at Lucia's at Adelaide Central 
Market. Every Thursday after 5pm the 
West End precinct comes alive with Art 
After Dark — live music, happenings and 
performances, and exhibitions at Samstag 
Museum, the JamFactory and Art Gallery 
of South Australia. Blockbuster festivals, 
WOMADelaide, SALA, the Adelaide 
Festival and the Adelaide Film Festival 
draw culture mavens.

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7. SAG HARBOR, 

NEW YORK 

Just a jitney away, a jaunt to the 
Hamptons is the perfect vacation from 
a New York vacation. Less famous 
than South- and Bridge-, and East 
Hampton, the circa 1700s whaling 
village of Sag Harbor is by far the most 
charming of the Hampton hamlets. 

This tasteful little town sports grey, 
white and charcoal wooden-shingle 
homes with immaculate lawns that 
edge the beaches and deer who graze 
beside boathouses. The main road has 
excellent coffee made by surly local 
youths at Sagtown Coffee (including 
antlers and backgammon), and a hip 
modern 'general store’, Sylvester & 

Co, where you can buy Turkish towels, 
blood-orange soap, olive wellies, sea- 
salt candles and other understated 
accoutrements. Nonchalance is the 
name of the game in this village. The 
cultivated casualness is exemplified 
in The Dock House, the tiny wooden 
shack on the pier where you can nosh 
on clam chowder and soft-shell crabs in 
insouciant cardboard boxes. Borrow a 
bicycle, brunch in Amagansett, explore 
Sagaponack, and sleep a night at ultra- 
hip The Surf Lodge in Montauk. 
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8. PORTUGAL 

Portugal’s economic bank balance 
may be in the red but its cultural 
capital is going through the roof. 
From the terrace of Memmo Alfama 
watch the sun set over old Lisbon, 
once the seat of powerful royal 
and world explorers, now drawing 
world attention as a home to 
designers, architects and chefs. 
While in Lisbon visit the Museu 
Nacional de Arte Contemporanea 
do Chiado, built in the 13th-century 
Sao Francisco da Cidade monastery, 
eat real Portuguese food at the 
redesigned bright and airy Mercado 
da Ribeira and patronise award- 
winning contemporary Restaurante 
Belcanto.

In Wheel of Time filmmaker 
Werner Herzog captures 
the remarkable journey of 
Buddhist devotees who 
travel across the Himalayas 
to the Kalachakra initiations 
one prostration at a time 
for three years. The Camino 
de Santiago, an 800km 
walk across northwestern 
Spain to the shrine of the 
apostle St James, is not 
quite as gruelling, although 
it depends on how you do 
it.

Mexico City is one of the 
hip capitals of the world and this is true 
also of its hotels, especially the Habita 
Group. Stay in Condesa DF for a quiet but 
fashionable address or deep in the old 
city at Downtown (or Downtown Beds, 
the uber-chic budget hostel). Q
